Title 

The new title is "EDGE LIGHTED DEVICE WITH POLARIZATION" because the 
previous title was not descriptive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is'an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant application 
claims and discloses an edge lighted device with light source and light guide that includes a 
polarization separation element wherein a full width at half maximum of a luminance angular 
distribution of light incident upon polarization separation element in a direction parallel to a 
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travel direction of light in light guide is 25 degrees or less. The combination of limitations 
claimed is not found or suggested in the art of record.
